AX admirable book in an adimirable 
series of nature studies lies before us 
in ‘*‘Marvels of Pond Life.” It is 
scientific, yet simple, beautifully wrptten, 
fascinating in its interest, bountifully 
illustrated with réproductions of photo- 
graphs, a book for old and young, parti- 
cularly when the year’s at the spring.

remarks Mr. Harvey Grace, of the clench- 
ing of the upraised hand. Mr. Turner 
does not mention the storm, let alone the 
shaken fist, By an older school of 
biographers that death-bed scene was made 
to epitomise the whole career of Beethoven, 
We were to admire the great soul indomit- 
able under the bludgeonings of fate, and 
ursuing a noble course undismayed by 
icke and shrugs on the part of jealous 
rivals and an indifferent public. To-day 
the facts of Beethoven's life are shown in 
a different focus. It appears that the 
composer, on the one hand, was fortunate 
in extraordinary measure in securing 
the practical patronage and ardent appre- 
ciation of wealthy amateurs, as well as the 
enthusiastic acclamation of the public, 
and, on the other: hand; was bitter and 
disagreeable t@wards ‘his friends, con- 
temptuous in his attitude to the public, 
selfish and incompetent in the conduct of 
his own affairs,-and having nobody but 
himself to blame for most of his un- 
happiness 
is modern care that our heroes shall 
not appear heroic can be pushed too far. 
Mr. Harvey Grace, in his endeavour (with 
which one may sympathise). to correct the 
sentimentality. of earlier accounts of 
Beethoven, tends to the opposite fault. - A 
reader fresh to the subject may gain from 
him but a mean opinion of the composer. 
In other respects his “Ludwig van 
Beethoven ” can be commended; it is a 
book of the size and nature required by 
the general reader. One need not be 
learned in technique to understand what 
Mr. Grace says of Beethoven’s part in the 
extension of musical form and content 
He writes, as now, “once more an 
enthusiast,’’ though before he began his 
close study of the music with this book in 
view he had been “ affected for some years 
by the prevalent anti-Beethoven chill.”’

Mr. W. J. Turner’s study is a bigger 
thing. One could wish he had been 
rather less philosophical and more 
practical in the sections that discuss 
Beethoven’s art and ideals. He employs 
a fashion of criticism, much indulged by 
French writers, that is no more helpful 
than the bygone gush of sentiment. He 
himself describes those ssthetic disquisi- 
tions as the: ‘‘ essential and novel part ” 
of his study, for which the biography 
itself is but a preparation. We prefer 
to commend the biography, which is full, 
discriminating and authoritative. Mr. 
Turner is no more inclined than Mr. 
Grace to give Beethoven a romantic stature 
untrue to the human figure; but it is no 
mean figure that he portrays. He arrays 
everything of significance to be found in 
the wealth of biographical material that 
exist8 concerning Beethoven, and makes 
just so much comment as will give the 
reader the true value of the evidence. 

Beethoven's own letters are quoted 
freely, but we are reminded that they 
represent not always the whole truth, and 
sometimes anything but the truth. 
Beethoven was too ready to take sour 
views. . He could spit fierce denunciation 
of the stupidity and indifference of the 
Viennese public, while, in fact, he was 
being honoured and rewarded in a measure 
almost unexampled in the history of the 
arts. As to the biographical ‘‘ problems ”’ 
that..have engaged so much energy from 
time to time, such as the identity of the 
** Immortal beloved’’ addressed in certain 
letters, and the authenticity of the 
Brentano letters, Mr. Turner is admirably 
proportionate. These problems may 
intrigue the curious, but their discussion 
is. not allowed here to impede the march of 
narrative.

The very wealth of the material, on 
which Mr. Turner has drawn with such 
discrimination, is proof that Beethoven 
was no mean figure. In his own lifetime 
already the composer acquired somethin 
of heroie glamour, so much that scores o 
his associates in Vienna, as well as 
travellers. from. afar, who sought the 
honour of a meeting with him, thought it 
worth while to set down record of. his 
ways, his progress, the stories current 
about him,.and the actual words of his 
utterances. Kings and Courts honoured 
themselves by honouring him; the great 
Goethe, dominant at Weimar, recognised 
a peer; publishers outbid one another for 
the right to publish his compositions ; 
among musical organisations the Phil- 
harmonic Society of London gave many 
tokens of ésteem, culminating in the pro- 
vision Of a large sum to secure the com- 
poser’s comfort in his last illness. His 
funeral procession could scarcely make 
way through the huge crowds that 
assembled in the streets and squares of 
Vienna. 

These were not signs of n 
difference, nor were marks favouring 
fortune delayed till later life. In his 
native Rhineland town as a youth 
Beethoven was given every opportunity to 
advance, Enabled by his Electoral patron 
to reach Vienna, the “ headquarters’”’ of 
music: at that time, he “‘ fell on his feet ’’ 
at once, and thereafter never need have 
suffered worry as to a livelihood, leisure 
for composition, or scope. for performance 
of his music. His friends not only offered 
to supply his needs: they submitted to his 
insults, condoned his boorishness and for- 
gave his more than commonly exasperat- 
ing faults. He, a musician at a period 
that had seen Haydn in the station of an 
upper servant and Mozart as a handy- 
man of art, given jobs much as one gives 
out a chair to be mended—he, Beethoven 
could obtain the support of noblemen and 
the delicate attentions of cultured an 
beautiful women. '

Mr. Simpson already has pub- 
lished one fine volume on the Quorn, the 
Cottesmore and the Belvoir. His new 
volume deals exclusively with the Fernie 
country, Which formerly. was, hunted, by 
the Quorn, men familiar with 
Leicester doubtless will be eager to 
both books, but the general reader can take 
“The Harboro’ Country ” and spend 
hours of delight therewith. 

Mr. Simpson gives us twenty-four illus- 
trations in colour and fifty-two, in black 
and white. We reproduce one of the 
latter, which conveys some notion of his 
gift of glamorous drawing; but the 
coloured pictures surpass deseription. 
In these days men eagerly collect as 
by old-time artists like Alken and ke. 
It would not be fair to compare Mr. 
Simpson with those old masters; for his 
treatment is different. ‘It is just, how- 
ever, to claim for him that he is as great 
in his way as they in theirs, and that 
the time will come when the pictures in 
this book will be sought with the samé 
enthusiasm. 

What is the difference, then, in the 
manners of the old masters and the new? 
The modern artist gives more attention to 
atmosphere. He paints .scenery rather. 
than huntsmen. Mr. Simpson’s picture, 
** Heavy Going,” for instance, shows us 
drenched fields under a lead-black sky, 
with the riders’ coats picking the scene 
with colour. His '“ Shang Holt’’ gives 
us the pack moving briskly off from the 
covert, over a ploughed field to the lea. 
while the only two human figures are small 
in the distance against the vaporous, edge 
of the crowd. In “The Gartree Road near 
Great Stretton ” he even paints a-dark- 
ling road under a wintry ° sutiset—a 
harmony of brown and. pale gold—that 
shows never a human figure, and “ Launde 
Woods and Robip-a-Tiptoe”’ is a view of 
green-blue, curving country, under. a misty 
moon, with never man, mount or hound 
in sight. In a word, his pictures recall 
the images that a splendid’ ride across 
country leaves in the rider’s mind—images 
= space, colour and the waning of the 

ay. 

It is not that Mr. Simpson cannot draw 
the living figure. His picture, “ In Full 
Cry Above Haughton Mere,” gives us men 
and women mounted and careering over 
yellow-brown grass, under a windy sky; 
and the picture is full of wild exhilara- 
tion, He can give us, too, “ A Boundary 
Fence ” and “ A Wall Near Nevill Holt,”’ 
which show us a man and a woman 
respectively taking difficult fences with 
the air of ease that marks the fine rider 
and the fine mount. Even these, however, 
differ from the old-time sporting picture; 
for the human element is subdued‘ to the 
beauty of the scene. 

Lord Stalbridge, Joint Master of the 
Fernie Hunt, contributes an introduction 
to the volume which whips up interest in 
true sporting fashion, and discusses the 
merits of High Leicestershire—which 
Lord Stalbridge champions as the best 
hunting ground of Britain. Mr. Simpson’s 
narrative matter, filling over 200 great 
pages, is a virtual guide-book to that 
country and teems with sporting stories. 
He tells how Whyte Melville made Market

HREE striking books-on the mystics of 
the Roman Catholic Church have 
appeared recently—books which treat the 
theme in serious, not sentimental, vein. 
So many books on mysticism nowadays are 
merely. emotional that these books are the 
more welcome. 


| “The Death Watch” is a grim story,

In his chapter on Loyola he 
comments on the ‘‘ institutionalism”’ 
which ‘he finds strange in so mystical a 
work as the “Spiritual Exercises.’’’ He 
observes that all the Spanish mystics were 
stringently orthodox—‘‘ but they write 
very little of the Church, and lay hardly 
any insistence upon forms and ceremonies. 
They do not neglect or despise them, but 
they assume them, and their business as 
mystics is not primarily with them.”’

In 1922 Dom Cuthbert Butler, of 
Downside Abbey, published ‘‘ Western 
Mysticism,’’ an exhaustive study of St. 
Augustine, St. Gregory and St. Bernard, 
in their teaching on the contemplative life. 
This highly learned book at once ranked 
as a classic contribution to mystical 
literature. The setond edition is greatly 
enlarged, and contains a lengthy chapter 
on issues which’ are the theme of fierce 
dispute to-day in. France, although to 
many readers they will seem rather 
tenuous—¢.g., the relative operations of 
the intellect and of the will in contempla- 
tive prayer. There is an interesting 
appendix on non-Christian mystics, such 
as certain Greek philosophérs and 
Buddhists.. Dom Butler’s conclusions here 
will seem to many surprisingly liberal.

He pointed out 
that, if it were passed, a whole series of 
evictions would be necessary, and that the 
representatives of some evicted tenants 
were now members of the learned profes- 
sions, while others held large tracts of 
land.

OPPOSITION TO MOTOR 
REGULATIONS. 

Replying to Major Myles in the Dail yes- 
terday, the Minister for Finance said that he 
had received a memorial from residents in 
Bundoran and a resolution from the Urban 
District Council requesting him to modify 
the Motor Cars (Temporary Importation) Re- 
guiations, 1926, so that hackney motor cars 
from Northern Ireland could enter the Saorstat 
without payment of duty. The memorial said 
that a change would be in the interests of the 
tourists” traffic affecting Bundoran. 

The representations which had been made 
in that. connection were still under €on- 
sideration, and he was not yet in a position 
to say whether any extension of the facilities 
provided by the regulations would: be granted, 
A decision. would be given at an early date. 

LOCAL ELECTIONS. 

Mr. Burke, Minister for Local Government, 
asked leave to introduce. the “Looal . Elections 
(Dissolved Authorities) Bill, 1927, the object 
of which is to extend the period fixed by 
Section 72 of the Local: Government Act, 
1925. for the holding of new elections of 
members of local authorities dissolved under 
Section 12 of the Local Government (Tem- 
porary Provisions) Act, 1923, or Section 72 
of the Local Government Act, 1925. 

The bill, the Minister said, would be non- 
contentious. Its object was to remove certain 
anomalies which existed i the -Act. 

Mr. T. J. O'Connell said that when the 
Local Government Act was before the House 
a limit was put to the time, which the 
Minister should fix, for the holding of elec- 
tions. It was fixed at three years, and it 
was quite evident that the object of the bill 
was to extend the time. He, therefore, asked 
the House not to give the bill a first reading. 

President Cosgrave said that if the bill 
was not passed an election would have to 
take place this year, and another election 
next year. 

Mr. Corish—Are- we to understand from 
the President that the election will proceed 
next year! 

President Cosgrave—Yes 

On a division the bill was read a first time 
by 45 votés to 11. The second stage. was 
fixed for Tuesday next. 

RAILWAYS ROAD SERVICES. 

Mr. McGilligan (Minister for Industry and 
Commerce) was given leave to introduce the 
tailways (Road Motor Services) Bill, 192 : 
““A bill entitled an Act to enable railway 
companies to provide, own, maintain, and 
run motor services.” . 

Mr. McGilligan said that the bill consisted 
of eleven clauses, and would be circulated 
when ready.

REINSTATEMENT OF EVICTED 
P TENANTS. 

The Dail. in Committee resumed the dis- 
cussion of Mr. J. Cosgrave’s amendment to 
the Land Bul. The amendment. provides for 
the reinstatement of genuine evicted tenants 
on their original boldings. 

Mr. Heffernan. supported the amendment, 
and contended that the Land Commission had 
no sympathy with evicted tenants. The 
Government,. he said, was not dealing 
seriously with the problem. 

The Minister for Agriculture pointed out 


that, if the amendment were passed, the Land | 


Commission would have to review the case 
of every genuine, evicted tenant, and reinstate 
him in the original holding. As the law 
stood at present, the Land Commission might 
deal with evicted tenants, but they need not 
of necessity reinstate them in their original 
holdings. Moreover, they had power to 
choose between the tenants, and could take 
the present circumstances into consideration. 
They could also exercise an option, and 
refuse to give a tenant over the land. Under 
the amendment the Commission could not 
take the equities of the case into account. 
The last condition of the amendment was 
quite out of the question, because no one 


wanted to start a series of evictions all over.

Mr. Gorey said that he did not think that 
the amendment was a practical proposition 
in view of the land famine. 

Mr. M. Doyle said that the Minister seemed 
to have congests on the brain.

SEPARATE DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. Davin suggested that a separate de- 
partment, consisting of three or four officials 
of the Land Commission, should be set up 
to consider the claims of evicted tenants, and 
decide on their merits. 

Captain Redmond said that he did not 
know whether the Minister adhered to the 
statement ‘made on a former occasion to the 
effect that there were 100.000 evicted tenants 
uuprovided for. On that occasion the Minister 
had said that he was, not prepared to make 
a return, and he (Captain Redmond) asked 
him now to reconsider his decision, There 
was no doubt that there was a certain num? 
ber of genuine evicted tenants, and they. 
should be dealt with. 

Mr, C. M. Byrne supported the principle 
of the amendment, and said that genuine 
evicted tenants should get preference to con- 
gests or anyone else. 

Mr. J. Cosgrave said that he was ameced | 


jn opposing the amendment. He quoted from 
letters which he had received from evitted 
tenants in several counties complaining that 
they had received no help from the 
Commission. © . 

The Minister, replying, pointed out that 
some of the representatives of evicted tenants 
were in the various learned professions or held 
large tracts of land. Did the Dail agree that 
such people should be reinstated, or did 
Deputy Redmond agree? ' 

Captain Redmond— Yes, certainly. 

Mr. Hogan said that, if the Land Commis- 
sion got such directions, it would result in a 
shocking state oí affairs. He could’ not pos- 
sibly accept the amendment, There were 
15,620 applications recorded in the,and Com- 
mission from evicted tenants; some 6,965 had 
been rejected, and 3,347 had been reinstated. 
There were 512 open for consideration, and 
2,096 were awaiting consideration, He could 
tell the deputies that the Land Commission 
tried to do everything they could for genuine 
cases, but they oul not be dealt with on 
the lines suggested by the amendment. 

DEFEATED. 

After further discussion, Mr. J. Cosgrave 
said that he was prepared to withdraw his 
amendment on the understanding that he 
could put it down in a changed form on the 
report stage. 

Leave to withdraw the amendment was 
objected to by Mr. Nolan, who said that the

SUB-SHERIFF'S POWER. “ 

Mr. Conor ree moved the deletion of 
the sub-section which provides that no action 
shall lie against any Sub-Sheriff who, in pur- 
suit oh aden tee secovery of land oui ase 
annuities, takes possession of any goods, 
chet or property not belonging to the 

ebtor. : 

He said that under the. sub-section the 
Sub-Sheriff could go into 
the annuities not paid and seize any 
property found , and sell it, even though 
he knew that it did not belong to the debtor. 
That would put an end to co-operation among 
farmers. He submitted that in view of the 
great distress in agriculture—which he feared 
would. not be relieved for a considerable time 
—and in view of the live-stock mortality, they 
ought not to go on with panic legislation of 
that kind.: It was striking a severe blow at 
the farmers who were down and out. 

Mr. P. Hogan (Clare) said that the attempt 
to make the Sheriff the high priest of adminis- 
tration was intolerable. The Sheriff should 
be made aménable for his actions. 

The Minister said that it would be fairer 
if the deputies put down a motion that the 
land purchase annuities should not be 
collected, or, that if collected, they should be 
retajned in the Saorstat. The suggestion in 
its present form was a most dangerous one. 
Such ‘statemients as those made by the 
deputies were more likely to cause insecurity 
and instability than any action by the 
Sheriffs: Rates were high in counties from 
which complaints were raised because land 
purchase annuities had not been paid. 

He could not understand people who com- 
plained that the rates were too high who did 
not want to take an obviously right step 
for the purpose of saving the rates. They 
would never have a stable condition of 
affairs in the country until people realised 
that they should pay their debts. 

ROGUES. 

Mr. Gorey said that he realised that there 
was a certain class of person who was as 
near that of a rogue as it was possible to 
be, and the law was needed to deal with that 
class of person. 

Mr. Baxter said that there were many 
honest people who were not able to pay tieir 
debts, and it was unfair that the State should 
employ the sheriff to commit an offence 
against a third party. No greater offence 
could be committed against a citizen than 
that a State official should come in and take 
property which he had no right to take. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that in the case of 
rates stock found em lands could be seized, 
and the result was that people did not put 
stock on lands without ascertaining if the 
owner of the lands had paid his rates. The 
effect was that the man who wanted to set 
his land paid his rates, If stock on lands 
could not be treated as the property of the 
owners of the lands, there could be no 
seizures, because no sheriff could rebut the 
statement that the stock belonged to a cousin 
or a brother. Surely they should say the 
same in the case of land annuities that they 
did in the case of rates, and render the 
stock found on the lands liable to seizure 
to pay annuities, 

Captain Redmond said that he objected to 
the section from the point of view of the 
third party. He instanced a case where a 
farmer had to pay £40 to recover his stock 
witch had tres on the lands of a 
defaulting annuitant. He suggested that 
there should be some remedy ™ a third 
party besides an action at lew. 

Progress was reported, and the matter was 
adjourned until to-day.

Mr. Conor Hogan moved that a census of 
the live stock mortality in the County of 
Clare between October, 1923, and the 30th 
April, 1925, inclusive, should be instituted 
by the Government and that @he returns 
Should be completed not later than the 20th 
of next April.

DEPARTMENTS’ POLICY 


CHALLENGED. 
; Mr. Pollock, Minister of Finance, moved 
a vote on account of £1,981,450 for the year 
ending 3ist March, 1928. 

Mr, Beattie (Labour) moved to reduce the 
amount by £1,000, to call attention to the mal- 
administration of the Services under the juris- 
diction of the Government. If the Govern- 
ment had been executed for governmental 
ability they would have died innocent.. It 
was gt ruin that the head of each Depart- 
ment should pay full attention to the work 
of his Department. The Committee on public 
accounts, of which he was a member, was 
satisfied with the way the Ministry of Labour 
was conducted, because the Minister gave it 
full attention, but the same could not be said 
of the other nts. They must he 
said try to cut out the corruption that was 


going on. 

The Deputy Speaker (Mr. T. Moles) pointed 
out that corruption was a serious charge, 
and should only be made with a full sense of 
responsibility. 

Mr. Beattie said that he might be charged 
with making it under ae He would 
withdraw it, and use the word maladminis- 
tration. ing, he criticised various 
matters of administration. The ship Argenta, 
which had cost £17,800, had been sold for 
£1,250, and he objected to the hole and corner 
methods adopted in giving the ship out to be 
dismantled, and he wanted to know where 
the dismantled parts had gone. He found 
that 197 deed boxes had been purchased, and 
he could not find where they had been used 
by another d ment when they had gone 
out of service from the department for which 
they were So far as he could see no 
Ministry wanted to take anything secondhand 
from another Ministry.

He criticised the manner in which motor 
cars were used at the expense of the tax- 

ayer by the Minister of Home Affairs and 
by the Inspector-General of the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary, and he accused the Minister of 
Agriculture of being guilty of a serious offence 
by breaking agreements and contracts, while 
the Ministry of Home Affairs were guilty in 
allowing the lease of a barracks at Cregagh 
to lapse because they overlooked the date of 
the lapse. From first to last there had been 
blunders in regard to contracts. 

MINISTER'S STATEMENT. —. 

The Minister of Home -Afiairs, replying, 
referred to the contract for the supply of 
Constabulary uniforms, and stated that he 
had been subjected to a deal of criti- 
cism both in the House and in the Public 
Aceounts Committee for an apparent loss of 
£3,600 “by reason of delay in accepting a 
tender.

The 
tender which was the lowest was not )mme- 
diately accepted, because information reached 
him that this firm had been concerned in 
transactions respecting old Constabulary 
clothing, and it was ‘stated that. serious ir- 
regularities took ‘The allegations were

contract to remain open, and also the repre- 
sentations made by the firm regarding the 
rising price of wool and the possibility of 
their inability to fulfil the contract.

Mr. Thomas Henderson (Independent 
Unionist) commented upon the fact that «0 
member of the Public Accounts Committee 
rose to criticise the Department’s expendi- 
ture, and they would all shortly be trooping 
into the division lobby to support the Govern- 
ment. With regard to the Argenta, he said 
that he thought someone had palmed Noah’s 
Ark on the Government.

GEDDES AXE WANTED. 

Mr. Rowley Elliott said that the members 
of the Public Accounts Committee had ren- 
dered a valuable public service and were en- 
titled to the thanks of the House. He hoped 
that Ministers would give an assurance to 
the House that they would use the Geddes 
axe and carry out the recommendations of 
the Committee. He agreed that a good deal 
of the responsibility for the maladministration 
in the patios force should be placed on the 
shoulders of the Inspector-General, and he 
hoped that that official would take these 
matters up with his subordinates and see that 
the extravagances do not dccur again.

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BRIDGE TO BE REMOVED. 


The Dublin Commissioners will, at their 
meeting to-morrow, consider a report on the 
Streets Section, in which it is stated that the 
Commissioners have received an application 
from the Great Southern Railways pany 
for the Corporation to take over and main- 
tain the approach roads to “the” Broadstone 
Railway Station, consisting of the new road 
leading from Upper Dominick street to 
Mountjoy street, and the road from Dominick 
street to Prebend street, and thence to the 
departure platform. The company is pre- 
pared to contribute to the cost of repairing 
these roads. 

The report adds :—‘' The company did not 
propose that the maintenance of the bridge 
over ' Constitution Hill should be involved, 
but merely the maintenance of the road sur- 
face. However, at some future time the level 
of Phibsborough road, where it goes under 
the private road to the railway, will be raised 
and the bridge removed, and it is, therefore, 
desirable that we showd have the bridge in 
our charge, and consequently the right to re- 
move it, The cost of the maintenance oí the 
bridge is a very small item. The company 
has a to this proposal, and the main- 
tenance of the bridge will form part of the 
necessary agreement.” 


TOWN TENANTS AND THE 
COMMISSION. 


SUPPORT FOR NATIONAL 
- PARTY. 


Mr. P. J. Carolan presided at a convention 
of the All-Ireland Town Tenants’ League, 
held in Upper Sackville street, Dublin, when 
letters were received from seventy centres 

mising to support any programme adopted 
Ge the meeting. 

“The £onvention adopted, with gi three 
dissentients, a resolution declaring that the 
Town Tenants’ Commission had been set up 
with the object of shelving the town tenants’ 
question until after the general election, and 
approving the executive's decision, “' that to 
recognise this Commission, or give evidence 
before it, would only assist the Government 
in carrying through the farce, which the Com- 
mission really. is.” | 

Another resolution expressed the opinion 
that the best way to secure further successful 
action was to s rt the National Party 
at the polls during the coming election. A 
third resolution called on town tenants to 
organise themselves into local committees for 
the purposes of the coming general election. 

QUESTION OF DECONTROL. 

A meeting of the Town Tenants’ League 
was held last night at the Commercial Build- 
ings, Dublin, for the purpose of considering 
a statement that it is proposed to put before 
the Town Tenants’ Commission on behalf of 
the league. 

Mr. D. O'Callaghan, General Secretary, pre- 
sided. Dealing with the subject of de- 
control, he stated that a. great hardship 
had been. inflicted on many tenants by the 
reduction in the number of houses subject 
to the provisiong of the Invrease of Rent and 
Mortgage Act. Houses not exceeding £60 in 
valuation were controlled up to the 24th of 
June, 1920. Now houses in the Dublin 
Metropolitan area exceeding £40 valuation 
are decontrolled; and a very large number 
would’ be decontrolled in June next. Im- 
mediately after the passing of the 1926 Act 
many owners of houses exceeding £40 in 
valuation in the Metropolitatl area demanded 
anvincrease of rent, and others served notices 
to quit, and had since instituted proceedings 
for recovery of possession. The ition 
would be very much aggravated on the 24th 
of June, 1927, when the houses controlled 
would be reduced to those under £20 valua- 
tio® in the: Dublin Metropolitan area, and 
£26 in valuation elsewhere. At present there 
wore over 20,000 applicants for houses in the 
Metropolitan area, and the houses built each 
vear fid not equal the yearly increase in 
demand. 

The suggestions that they pgoposed to 
make included the control of all houses not 
exceeding £60 in valuation until June, 1932, 
after which. it the house scarcity was by then 
somewhat, relieved. gradual decontrol should 
take place.

WORK OF STILLORGAN 
CONVALESCENT HOME. 


SUNLIGHT, FRESH AIR, GOOD 
FOOD AND KINDNESS. 

Dr. Moorhead{imrther stated that at the 
Stillorgan Convalescent Home the patients 
got good food, fresh air, and, in particular, 
plenty of sun. Six to eight hundred city 
workers were treated annually in this Home, 
and they could realise from this the extra- 
ordinary value of the work it was doing. 
Since the Home was founded 65 years ago 
nearly 50,000 people had been treated. 

Dr. Moorhead referred to the revolution 
that had taken place in the finance of hos- 
pitals in the last 10 or 12 years. With the 
war came higher costs for food and drugs, 
and gubscribers could not; afford to increase 
their donations in proportion; so. the 
patients, who could pay, were asked to con- 
tribute. 

During the last: 25. years, Dr. Moorhead 
added, no patient recommended by him for 
the Home had been refused. Again and 
again he had got letters from his wate ae ear 
ing him of the benefit that they had derived 
from their treatment at the Home. He him- 
self was firmly convinced that, from a medi- 
cal point of view, convalescent homes were 
most necessary for the complete return. to 
health of city workers. who were recovering 
from a severe illness. He thought that the 
public were beginning to wake up to this 
fact, 

THE MEDICINES ADMINISTERED. 

The Rev. E. Savell Hicks, M.A., seconding 
the adoption of the report, said that the 
medicines administered at the Home. were— 
kindness, good food, sunlight and fresh air. 
The report. was adopted. 

Mr. M. Wilson, Hon. Secretary , to 
G.P.0. Convalescent Home, proposed the re- 
election of the Committee pf Management, 
with the addition of Mr. Dermot Tyson, who 
was co-opted. 

Mr. Michael Keating, a patient at the 
Home, seconded, and expressed his thanks 
for,.and appreciation of, the treatment given 
him at the Home. 

The resolution was passed, 

Mr C. H. Chaytor proposed a vote of 
thanks. to Dr. Moorhead, which was passed 
with acclamation. 

THE REPORT. 

The report of the Committee of Mapage- 
ment*for “the year 1926 stated that the good 
work performed by the Home had been 
well maintained, and the number of patients 
catered for was well up to the average. 
The number of patients admitted during the 
year was 607, The income for the year was 
£2,575 17s. 6d., and the expenditure 
£2,785 Os. 11d. ' 

The financial position was still a source 
óf great anxiety to the Committee. In spite 
of only a small decline in the amount of the 
annual subscriptions and using every possible 
care with regard to the general management 
the Committee regretted that they were stail 
unable to make the receipts equalise the ex- 
penditure. This was mainly caused by the 
extremely high level at which food, fuel, ete., 
had to be purchased, &nd which financially 
hampered the Committee considerably in 
carrying on the work of the Home. 

FUNDS NEEDED. 

The Committee tendered their grateful 
thanks to the Matron, Miss Mitchell, Sister 
Baird and the rest of the staff for the effi- 
cient manner in which they had carried out 
their duties. The Committee in conclusion ap- 
pealed for financial aid.

The National Executive of the Irish Labour 
Party have decided to appeal to the public 
generally for the purpose of raising an elec- 
tion fund of £10,000.

' Mr. O’Brien said that if the Labour Party 
pot forward only 51 candidates—one-third of 
the total number of seats—it would have to 
find £5,100 to meet the statutory election 
deposits. Election expenses would average 
£300 a candidate, making £15.300. The total 
required to contest one-third of the seats 
would, therefore, be over £20,000. The more 
seats they contested (and they would like to 
contest the largest possible number), the more 
money they would need.: Th: shillings and 
pence of local Labour Party and Trade Union 
members would not nearly meet. that. ex- 
penditure, and in any case it was essential 
‘to provide for the perma=ent work of political 
organisation, as well as for election purposes. 

The National Executive had, therefore, de- 
cided to appeal to the public generally for 
money; recognising that money was no ‘ess 
necessary than votes. They had fixed on the

According to an unofficial report of the | 


Nanking situation issued at midnight last 
night, the Cantonese took over the control 
of Nanking yesterday. Shooting and 
strong anti-foreign demonstrations accom- 
panied this action. 

The British Consulate was attacked by 
an undisciplined mob of soldiers, which 
caused the foreigners to assemble in the 
quarters of the Standard Oil Company, 
located on a hill about 2 mile from the 
city gate, with a densely populated 
Chinese area about the base of the hill. 

These foreigners, comprising Americans, 
British, and a few of other nationalities, 
who were taking refuge in the company's 
compound under the protection of a small 
American guard, were attacked by the 
Chinese. 

WARSHIPS IN ACTION. 

The British cruiser Emerald and the 
American destroyers Noa and Preston were 
finally forced to shell the area around the 
hill in order to enable a landing party 
from the warships to reach the marooned 
foreigners. 

Landing parties finally succeeded in 
effecting the evacuation of a group of 
foreigners in the compound. 


BRITISH CONSUL WOUNDED. 
During the afternoon the Chinese looted 
the: British, American and Japanese 
Consulates, and one Japanese marine was 
killed while rescuing the Japanese resi- 
dents. 
The British Consul, 
seriously wounded. 
'Mrv Bertram Giles, the British Consul, 
who was wounded at Nanking, was born on 
September 24, 1874. and became a student 
interpreter in China when twenty. ‘Assistant 
in a mixed court at Shanghai from May, 
1902, to April, 1904, he became Acting Vice- 
Consul at Canton in 1904, and Acting Consul 
at Changsha in 1905. After filling other 
posts he was promoted a Consul-General in 


China in 1922, and was subsequently ap- 
pointed Consul-General at Nanking.] 


The Americans still remaining at 
Nanking comprise 45 women, 20 children 
and 90 men. Their fate is uncertain. 


AMERICANS KILLED. 

One American sailor has been wounded. 

Since the foregoing unofficial report was 
issued the British authorities in Shanghai 
have received a wireless message stating 
that a number of Americans were killed 
and wounded; but the American Consul, 
Mr. Gauss, says that he has not received 
such a report. He, however, believes that 
the American position is. precarious. 


MORE FORCES SENT. 

Admiral Williams, the American naval 
commander, has ordered drastic measures 
to be taken, if necessary, to effect the 
release of the remaining Americans.

South Africa—but for the moment, his 
actual itinerary has not been decided on, 
or the order in which; the Dominions ‘will 
be visited. : 

This will be the most extensive tour that 
has been undertaken by any Secretary of 
State while he has held the position. Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, soon after the South 
African’ War, visited South Africa, and 
Mr. J. H. Thomas. alsn paid a visit to 
South Africa while he held office, but a 
comprehensive tour on the lines proposed 
by Mr. Amery has never been undertaken. 
It is not suggested. that these travels 
shouldbe limited to the Parliamentary 
chiefs, and every effort has been made to 
enable officials of the Department to gain 
first-hand knowledge in the same way. 

Mr. Amery will be -accompanied by an 
official of the Dominions Office; another 
official is travelling with the Duke of York 
in Australia and New Zealand, and candi- 
dates for admission: to the Dominions 
Office and the Colonial Office are now told 
that they may be required to undertake 
journeys of this kind as a pars of their 
work.

GENEROUS ACT. 


MR. CHURCHILL’S GIFT: TO A 
LITIGANT. 

A generous act on the part of Mr. Winston 
Churchill was disclosed last. night. 

In the King’s Bench Division, London, 
yesterday, a verdict was given for Mr. 
Churchill in a case in which Arthur B. Crew, 
of Biggin Hill, a fish merchant, sought to 
recover damages from him for injuries re- 
ceived in a motor collision. 

Mr. Churchill last evening sent the follow- 
ing letter to the solicitors of the Provident 
Accident and White Cross Insurance Com- 
pany :—‘‘ Although you. were confident tha 
on the facts and the merits our case was 
good, you, at my suggestion. and wish, paid 
a sum into court sufficient to cover the 
damages sustained by the plaintiff, which, +f 
accepted, would in addition have relieved 
him of costs. This offer was refused, and 
the jury have given a verdict in my favour, 
and judgment was-entered with costs against 
the plaintiff. 

rt Naas, as I am unwilling “that the 
plaintiff should suffer out-of-pocket loss from 
an accident in which I am concerned, “am 
ready to make an ex gratia payment, to him 
of £25, provided you are able to arrange that 
he receives this payment himself.’

L.M.S. PREPARE TO SET UP

The London, Midland and Scottish ex- 
press train between London and Scotland 
is to be expedited this summer.

A fireball is believed to have burst over 
Portland on Wednesday night, and a 
meteorite is believed to be the cause of a 
big hole, several feet deep, found yester- 
day near All Saints’ Rectory.

THIRD DAY OF TRIAL, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


Yesterday was the third day; of the trial 
of Coleman Walsh, John .E. elan, John 
W. Heeney, : William Egan. Patrick Hanley 
and Annie Egan, who are charged, on twenty- 
one counts of conspiracy and forgery, with 
obtaining fraudulently about £2,000 from the 
Army Finance Department, Irish Free State, 
in 1 and 1924. “The trial will be resumed 
and concluded to-day. 

Captain Quirke, a handwriting expert, 
attached to G.H.Q:, Parkgate street, was 
examined and cross-examined at length 
yesterday morning. His evidence was 
directed. to show that a number of signatures 
to the documents produced in the case and 


alleged to have been signed by the prisoners 


were forgeries. 


AFTER BANKING HOURS. 

Coleman Walsh was examined by his 

counsel, Mr. Lupton, K.C., and told the jury 
that any transactions he had with the other 
prisoners were carried out in the ordinary 
course of business. 
Cross-examiced by Mr. Carrigan, counsel 
for the State, the witness said that he first 
met Senior (one of the alleged conspirators, 
who has left the country) in 1923. He (the 
witness) cashed cheques on Senior’s recom- 
mendation. They were cashed when the 
banks were closed. 

Mr. Carrigan—Do you tell .the jury that 
you cashed these ten or eleven forged docu- 
ments that passed through your accounts 
because these people came to you after bank- 
ing hours pitching pitiful tales? 

he witness—Yes. 

Do you remember Mr. Hampton, a neigh- 
bour of yours, swearing that you sent him 
a cheque to cash it and that he sent it to 
the bank to get the money? How do you 
say now that these people came to you alter 
banking hours ?— As a rule, they did. 1 had 
not enough of money to cash the cheque, and 
I sent it to Mr. Hampton. 

And why did you send the cheque to Mr. 
Hampton to oblige a woman you did not 
know ?—Senior was there and he asked me to 
cash it, or get it cashed. 


CASHING OF DRAFTS. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Can you recollect any 
of those people signing drafts in your 
presence ? 

The Witness—I think they were signed 
before they were brought in. 

Would it be that Senior brought them in 
to have them cashed ?—That might be. 

Mr. Carrigan—You did not suspect any- 
thing was wrong? 

The Witness—No. 

And you did not know any of those people 
except Senior ?—No. 

The Judge—You put your case on Senior? 

The Witness—Yes; I would not cash a 
cheque without him. 

Did you get any of the proceeds when you 
cashed these drafts?—Not a single penny. 

Mrs. Walsh was examined, and said that 
she told her husband that she could not 
understand why he cashed cheques for every- 
body Senior brought in. She also asked why 
these people did not go to the bank to have 
the cheques cashed, and he replied :. “ It’s 
all right; one of them never came back.”’ 

PRISONERS’ DENIALS. 

In the course of a statement to the jury 
Hanley denied that he worked in the same 
office or in the same building as Senior. 
Senior, he said, gave him £45 to send to Miss 
Walsh, Letterfrack, and he retained £10, ac- 
cording to the arrangement which he made 
with that lady. 

Heeney went into the witness chair, and 
denied the charges. He said that he was in 
Tipperary when the orders bearing his name
